PITTSBURGH OB — Flood wa­ 
ters from West Virginia and south­ 
western Pennsylvania surged down 
the Monongahela River today in 
the wake of relentless weekend 
storms. 
Unofficial 
damage 
estimates 
ranged upwards from two million 
dollars. 
At least nine deaths were asso­ 
ciated with the storms. Three per­ 
sons 
were 
missing 
and 
feared 
drowned in a car that toppled into 
a creek which had undermined the 
road on which the car was travel­ 
ling. Other deaths were in auto 
accidents during the storms. 
The federal-state flood forecast 
service 
predicted 
a 
Pittsburgh 
crest of 26 feet, a foot above the­ 
oretical flood stage, tonight at the 
point where the Ohio River forms. 
But upstream communities along 
the Monongahela already were re­ 
porting levels five feet or more 
above capacity, with more water 
coining. 
Scores 
of 
communities 
were 
cleaning up 
after 
debria 
from 


smaller streams that flash-flooded 
streets in residence and business 
districts up to depths of eight feet. 
Most of the major damage ap­ 
peared to be in these headwaters 
communities 
nestled 
in 
valleys 
through which the feeder strains 
run toward the rivers. 
But the powerful river waters 
ripped loose a fleet of 23 anchored

117 Million In Aid 


It wanted 
to keep Communist 
influence out of Egypt and the Mid­ 
dle East. It has given Egypt 117 
million dollars in economic aid. 
Nasser could have kept himself 
fully busy trying to lift Egypt out 
of illiteracy and poverty. 
Instead, he seemed to fancy him ­ 
self as a m an of destiny, leader 
not only of Egypt but of the entire 
Arab world 
He talked anti-West­ 
ern To tom e extent this could be 
understood. 
Egypt only 
recently 
got out from under Br.fish dom ­ 
ination 
As tim e went on he sounded like 
a m an who not only suspected the 
We.-a but hated it. He played upon 
this country's tear of Russian in­ 
fluence in Egypt. 
Needed Money 
He needed money for the dam to 
m ake good on his promises that 
he would improve and modernize 
Egypt. It was the b u point in his 
reform program , lf he didn’t get 
the money somewhere, his days 
as E gypt’s No 
I man might be 
num bered. 
He wanted the arms, he said. 
for 
defense 
against 
Israel. 
The 
last thing the United States wanted 
was an arm s race or a -a ar in the 
Middle East. Year after ’ ear it 
stalled on giving Egypt arms. 
There 
were 
some 
reasons: 
American laws forbid giving arm s 


free to any country unless it is 
willing to adm it A m erican m ilita ry ; 
observers to see how the arm s are 
used, and ban any sale of arm s 
j unless they are paid for in cash. j 
Nasser said he had no cash and !
